audience, small but in terested, at the 
city hall, many of the main points con­ 
cerning the method of m anagem ent of 
the Long Beach m arket. 
Recently the S an ta 
Ana 
T rustees 
passed an ordinance, founded upon the 
Long Beach ordinance, by which a pub­ 
lic m arket can be established on Third 
street at Birch Park. 
As a prelimin­ 
ary step to startin g the m ark et, C ates 
w as asked to com e here and explain 
to the people of San ta Ana the ins and 
outs of the business. 
C ates was introduced by M ayor A. 
J. V i et. 
ta l e s said th at the m arket 
w as established in 1913 by the W om ­ 
a n ’s Civics Club. 
He took charge two 
and a half years 
ago. 
The 
m arket 
contains seventy-tw o ten-foot spaces, 
and th ere is a w aiting list of from ten 
to forty anxious to get on to the m ar­ 
ket. 
The m ark et is a g re a t advertis­ 
ing aoset. 
The flower booths are won­ 
derfully attractiv e. 
Everything Clean 
No horses are allowed to stand on 
the m arket. 
Boys tak e 
the 
horses 
aw ay and bring them back for fifteen 
cents each. 
Inspectors see that noth­ 
ing but good products are sold. E v ery ­ 
thing is kept clean, and if a man fails 
to keep his npace clean he is tired off 
the m arket. 
The housewife buys for an average 
of in per cent less th an she could oth­ 
erw ise. 
The m ark et does aw ay with 
the itinerant, unreliable peddler, and 
it has cleared th e city of th e peddlers 
of overripe fruits, sent ou t from Los 
Angeles. 
A fee of 25 cen ts a day ta charged, 
and the income to the city is about 
$280 a m onth, ana it 
co sts 
$145 
a 
month to run it. 
T he surplus is used 
in furnishing work to men out of em ­ 
ployment, either trim m ing city trees, 
cleaning weeds off the parkings 
or 
cutting wood a t the m unicipal wood­ 
pile. 
I he m arket has proved of great ben- 
eut to m any w orthy poor people who 
are enabled to m ake a living. 
A wom­ 
an who bakes bread at her own home 
can go on the m ark et the equal of any 
business man, while if she went from 
house to house she could not help feel­ 
ing that she was begging people 
to 
buy her bread. 
Charitable Institution. 
Cates declared the m araet has tu rn­ 
ed out to be a g reat charitab le institu­ 
tion, as through it many get on their 
feet, and it furnishes a fund to provide 
work 
for 
the 
unemployed. 
Mrs. 
m organ is head of the charitab le work 
of the city, Long Beach m aking 
that 
departm ent a city affair rath er than 
one for donations through an asso ciat­ 
ed charities. 
Cates declared th at the m ark et has 
harm ed no business, as 
things 
sold j 
upon it scarcely ever in terfere with 
business houses. 
T hroe who get mon­ 
ey at the m arket, spend it in the city. 
Of those selling on toe m arket on a re­ 
cen t day, 85 per cen t w ere residents 
of Long Beach 
The m arket had rev­ 
olutionized Signal Hill, which iB now 
covered with gardens of flowers and 
vegetables.
